There is probably as much more put 
into hands of the other pool managers 
It would not be extravagant to say 
that there are $5,000,000 to-day pending 
upon the results of the election in the 
various states, and this sum is increas- 
ed hourly by the conflicting stories 
which come from the doubtful states. 
If there should be no election or a dis- 
pute as to who is president the people 
who have invested in pools would be 
deprived of their money for some time 
to come. S me fine day large sums of 
money will suddenly disappear from 
some of the sg lag and then peo 
ple will wonder how keen sporting men 
were willing to trust their property in 
the hands of gamblers, while they 
would not be satisfied to piace it in a 
banking institution unless it was known 
to be thoroughly solvent. We hear 
that some of this money is very loosely 
kept. One night over $100,000 were 
deposited in the sale of one of the up 
town hotels without receipt or other 
guarantee than the honesty of a hotel 
clerk. These sporting people are not 
business men, and haye not business 
habits. It will be as much the fault of 
the betting public as of the pool rooms 
if at some time heavy losses are incur- 
red. All this public gambling ought 
to be prevented by law. There is ex- 
citement enough about our elections 
without haying betting so organized 
that it is a temptation to everybody to 
„put up”something on the result. As 
now conducted pool gambling is even 
more demoralizing than lotteries.

He went on to say that io order to 
be satisfied, as well as to have a simi- 
lar conviction carried to the minds of 
the American people that there would 
be a fair count o! the vote fur electors 
in Louisiana, he had made up his mind 
some days since to invite to go to Lou 
isian certain public men of irreproach- 
able character and respectability, whose 
opinions and judgment would carry 
conviction to the whole American peo- 
ple. It was notdone as a counter 
movement to that of the democrats un- 
der the call of their political managers, 
which latter action, however, he under- 
stood wasin compliance with the re- 
quest of the people of Louisiana. He 
seemed to feel that the end in view fa- 
voring justice and honesty would be 
subserveti by the course taken.

VACANCIES AMONG ELECTORS. 


The New York Tribune has been 
looking up the provisions of the 
“Hayes states” as to the filling of a va- 
cancy in the electoral college, caused 
by the death or absence of an elector. 
It is a matter of state laws. In Maine, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Iowa, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Kansas, 
Michigan and Wisconsin electors pres- 
ent are authorized to fill vacancies, 
California, Illizois, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina and Ver- 
mont have all engrafted upon their 
statutes provisio.s by which vacancies 
in the electoral colleges can be filled. 
Of the so-called Hayes states, only four 
Florida, Louisiana, Coloralo and 
Nevada—have neglected to pro- 
vide for such an emergency. 
After diligent search, says the Tribune, 
it was impossible to find in the laws ot 
these states any clause whatever bear- 
ing on this subject; and how vacancies 
are to be filled, should any occur in the 
electoral colleges of these states, is a 
matter of conjecture—undefined for the 
present at least by written law.

SITUALION IN FLORIDA. 


Gen. A. K. Lauten Returns from 
There—His Views About the Result. 
Gen. Lawton’ went to Florida among 
the fitst who went there at the summons of! 
Mr. Hewitt and was compelled on account of 
his private business to return to Georgia. His 
Views on any question always interest our peo- 
ple, ana we requested him yesterday to submit 
to an interview on the situation in Fiorida. 

We found him at the Kimball house, and was 
pleased to see that he was posting a committee 
of Pennsylvania gentlemen, on their way to 
Tallahassee, about matters and things there. 

When did you leave Florida, General ? 

I lett On Monday night, the 23th.” I was 
compelled on account of private business to re- 
turn, and as others were there I thought it safe 
to lea ve. 

Who was there when you left? 

“Gen. Young remained, Gen. Phil Cook and 
Hon. Wm E. Smith arrived there the day 1 leit, 
and: everal other gentlemen were on their way 
from New York, lennsylvanis and other states. 
We have very able men there to watch our in- 
terest.”’ 

What is the best information as to the r-sult 
in that state when you left it? 

„All truthful and reliable men in Florida who 
had given special attention to the subject place 
the majority for Tiiden an‘ for Drew, the dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor, at not less chan 
1,00. Others make it more than this, but the 
prudent men and men of judgment who were 
not biased, admitted that it was not less than 
that majority.“ 

What is the trouble there, and what danger is 
appreh-nded ? 

The entire state government 1s corrupt, and 
the incumbent governor is the republican can- 
didate for re-election: He is very unpopular 
with the good people of his state, He has very 
great power in the state under the law and con- 
stitution; his power over the en- 
ture machinery of elections, in- 
cluding the count of votes is almost withou;, 
limit. There is much reason to fear that the 
result will not be fairly announced, butit may 
be that the state board of canvassers will have 
more regard for law than has been apprehend 
ed. A fair count is all that we desire. 

What is the differerence between the state 
board of canvassers and the county board. 

“I am not fully posted as to the precise differ- 
ence in the local and general boards. But the 
returus are first handled by the county board, 
and then sent to the goveruor at the seat of gov. 
ernment for the state, theyare then iaid before 
the state board by the governor. From the ac 
tion of the state board there seems tobe no ap- 
peal. 

Do you apprehend fraud dy the county and 


state boards. 
„Iheard nothing favorable, while I was in 


the state, about the county boards. 
There is great uneasiness about the action of 
the state board when they come to act; but] 
am not without hope that they may be infiu- 
enced by better counsel, and dis.ppoint those 
who expect nothing but evil from their action 
in the premises.“ 

Who ison the state board, and what kind of 
men are they? 

“The attorney-general, comptroller general, 
and one other state officer—I don’t remember 
his office—co: stitute ex cficio the state board 
Two of this board—well, I don’t care to say 
what I hear of them until they are tested - but 
the attorney-general is considered a thoroughly 
honest and truthful man, who e nnot be bought 
and who will do his duty regardless of conse 


quences.”

| . About half-past ten o'clock. 
Jettand Akridge started together homeward. 
They were accompanied by a young man 
named Wesley Elliott and his brother. The 
party were in high spirits, and were tuasiing and 
boxing together along the road. It is also 
stated that there was some whisky along, and 
that Akridg3 aad Jett had been drinking freely. 
When the party reached Wiley Eliiott’s house, 
about a mile this side of Akridge’s residence, 
they halted in the rvad in front, and Jett chal- 
lenged Akridge to a box. The, started to work 
friendly at first, but Akridge being the larger 
man got the best of the match. To the surprise 
of the hystanders, Jett immediate:y became an- 
gry, and exclaiming, God damn you; if I can’t 
get tae best of you one way I can another,” 
PULLED OUT HIS KNIFE, 
and started tocutting. Akridge received one 
stab in the breast before the crowd realized 
what was going on. He succeeded, however, 
indisenga;jing himself. and ran backward for 
some distance, and cried out to one of the E'li. 
otis to give hima knife. Elliott replied that he 
did not have any knife. At this instant Jett 
closed upon Akridgo again and the latter freed 
himself by knocking him down. A third time 
they closed, and again did Jett get knocked 
across the road. But all this time he was 
plying his kuife with frightful 
rapidity. After Akridge had disengaged him- 
self the third time he ran a short distance, and 
fell to the ground. Jett went up to where he 
was lying, looked at him fora moment, made 


soma remark, and then waiked off. The crowd 
seems to have been too much horrified by what 
hed occurred to offer any objection. The 
wounded man was picked up, bathed in blood, 
and carried toa house near by, where medical 
assistance was sent for. Dr. Rainsroed arrived 
sad en examination of his wounds was made. 
He had received no less than five stabs, 

TWO OF WHICH WERE MORTAL. 
One stab was just above the right breast, and 
an inch and a half wide. Another frightful cut 
about four inches long was found in the center 
of the back. A thira stab cut comnletely through 
the left arm, between the elbow and the shwul- 
der, and two additional stabs were found in the 
right side of the back lower down. The wound 
in the breast r enetrated the lungs, and when 
Akridge breathed the air could be heard eset be- 
ing through it. Everything was done to render 
him as comfortable as possible, but he sank 
rapidly and died yesterday morning shortly 
after five o’clock. The tragedy created a very 
intense excitement throughout the neighbor 
ho:d. The house was soon thronged with the 
frieads of Akridge, andthe expressions of wrath 
against Jett were loud aud deep 

In the meantime the officers of the law were 
informed, and early yesterday morning 
several parties were on Jett’s tracks 
He was tracked to- the house of his 
father, but after leaving it all clue was 
lost. Among the parties organized for his cap- 
ture was one composed of Officers Stari es and 
Drake of the police, and Lieutenant White. 
They went directly out to the residence of sn 
uncle of young Jett who lives twelve wiles from 
the city, on the river. Here they found their 
man. The officers surrounded the house and 
had scarcely completed their arrangements 
when young Jett saw them and attempted to 
run. He was easily captured however, brought 
back to the city and placed in jali. 

He was seen by a reporter of the ConsTITUTION 
during the afternoon, aud appeared to be taking 
things very coolly. He looks quite young for his 
age. The only statement that Jett has so far 
seen proper to give is that Akridge had been 
bullying and ill-treating him along the road for 
some time previous to the difficulty. He bad 
also been making threats against him and that 
he only used his knife after Akridge had twice 
knocked him down. 

The friends of Jett say that this bullying oa 
the part of Akridge hed been continue’ for 
some time. and that some time ago he tied to 
kill him. 

The knife with which the bloody work was 
done is an ordinary pocket-knife, with an iron 
handle, and only one blade. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Kile held an in- 
quest on the remains A verdict was returned 
in accordance with the above facta. 

The unhappy affair is the more to be deplored 
as it involves in the profoundest grief two very 
estimable families, both of the young men hav- 
ing parents living.
